Hitler's, armies marched itité Panis 
today, captured the vital French port 
of Le Havre on the English Channel 
and in their hour of triumph—bitter 
defeat for France—laun¢hed a_ bold 
frontal attack on the great Maginot 
Line itself. 

Paris, fifth largest city of the world 
with its normal population of 2,870,000, 
has been a symbal- of Western art and 
culture for centuries. 

Known for its dressmaking artistry 
and Bohemian life, as well, perhaps, 
as for its architectural beauty and its 
centers of fine arts, Paris long has en- 
poyed’an equal reputation for gayety 
and intellectual pursuits. 


By withdrawing without defending 
the city from within, the French chose 
|to spare their beloved capital the hor- 
rors of bombardment as the Nazi 
legions reached its gates in the ninth 
day of a Blitzkrieg offensive. 

The eldest of Parisians knew the bit- 
terness of a previous conquest. In 1871, 
after a bombardment that lasted three 
and a half months and laid waste large 
sections of Paris, the city surrendered 
to the invading Germans of the-Iron 
Chancellor, Bismarck. 

In 1914 the German armies of Kaiser 
Wilhelm II reached within twenty 
miles of the city gates, but Paris re- 
mained inviolate although German 
aircraft bombed the city many times 
during the World War and “Big 
Bertha”—a long-ranged gun—dropped

oN in France, June 16—The 
French officer had a leg wound. It 
was very painful. You could tell that 

by his sunken eyes and by his gaunt 
face which sometimes twitched as 
he spoke, distracting him from the 
story. 

He had been at St. Valery-en-Caux 
lon the Channel coast and now he was 
far away and remembering the last 
stand of a British regiment fighting 
with bayonets behind crazy barricades 
in the glare of the burning town. 

There had been a British sergeant 
who sang and laughed, and his men 
had laughed. Something of this 
strange British merriment appealed 
to the French officer even while escap- 
‘ing his Gallic wit. 

‘| The Frenchman, as liaison officer at- 
itached to headquarters, had seen the 
‘whole fight. The men had retired mag- 

pent to the coast, fighting val- 
iantly. 

“British and French troops were 
there,” he said, “and the generals had 
a conference. 
| “The next day I was asked to pass 
‘certain instructions to the French ar- 
'tillery. The town’s streets were so 
‘packed with cars and people that I 
‘had to break through doors and pass 
through houses to reach my destina- 
tion. 

“I was coming back when a German 
plane circled over the town three 
times making observations. Then it all 
happened suddenly. 

“Heavy shelling started. We helped 
to free some mules from their harness. 
A shell hit a house near me and I 
was wounded in the leg. I had it ban- 
daged and went on. An hour later

The 
Germans were on the west cliff and 
the west ‘side of the harbor. I joined 
some Englishmen on the east side of 
the harbor entrance, firing at the Ger- 
mans only a few hundred yards away. 
After a while things suddenly quieted. 
The Germans seemed to have been. 
driven back from the east cliff.” 

, The French offi sighed. 

“When night fell the battle began 
all over again. The British truly were 
magnificent. They set up barricades. 
The enemy sent over shells. Their ma- 
chine-guns set up 4 rat-a-tat-tat. 
Steady machine-gun fire. I saw this” 
sergeant then making his men laugh, 
leading them in songs as they took 
over against the shelling in the light 
of the flaming houses. The moment 
there was a lull they were back on the 
barricades.” 

Under heavy’ machine-gun fire the 
next morning they made for the beach, 
The nearest boats were at Veules-les- 
Roses some miles away. Dead and 
wounded were beginning to strew the 
Beach. The French officer and others 
hid in crannies under the cliff. 

But the British were supremely cool. 
The Frenchman saw a whole platoon 
walking down the beach in a widely 
spaced line instead of single file—‘just 
as if they were on parade.” . 

Some reached the boats. Others did 
not. 

The French officer himself stripped 
off his clothes and swam to a boat, 
which carried him to a trawler.

In 
the fighting over Dunkirk, which 
was a sort of “no-man’s-land,” we 
undoubtedly gained a local mastery 
of the air and inflicted on the 
German air force losses on the 
scale of 3 or 4 to 1. 

Any one looking at the photo- 
graphs of the re-embarkation, 
showing the masses of troops as- 
sembled on the beaches, affording 
an ideal target for hours at a 
time, must realize that this em- 
barkation would not have been 
possible unless the enemy had re- 
signed all hope of recovery of air 
superiority at that point.

Consequently, we believe our- 
selves. to possess the capacity to 
continhe the war in the air under 
better conditions than we have 
ever experienced before. I look 
forward confidently to the ex- 
ploits of our fighter pilots, who 
will have the glory of saving their 
native land and our island home 
ro the most deadly of all at- 
acks. 





Sees Imminent Bomb <Altack 


There remains the danger of the 
bombing attacks, which will cer- 
tainly be made very soon upon us 
by the bomber forces of the 
enemy.

‘Washington, June 29—The Govern- 
ment, chalking up a deficit of $3,700,- 
000,000, will end one fiscal year tomor-.
